that: there was no such thing 
as rabies. At the end of the 
campaign fhpy said rabies vac­ 
cines cause rabies," he said.

"I have, the authority of 
health officers, medical scien­ 
tists, and veterinarians. The 
opponent* have sheet* of 
papers which they read."

He went on to say that up­ 
on checking their claims, it 
was found that their opinions 
were often hased on informa­ 
tion which was 20 to 100 years 

. oM and <he "authorities." 
whom they cited had shadowy 
existences.

"I am confident that, the vac­ 
cine has not caused rabies in 
mammals," Dr. Thlenes said 
further, speaking of the new 
vaccine which was introduced 
in 1951. "By 1954, 1 Vi million 
dogs had hr»en vaccinated with 
It according to record with no 
injuries or rabies reported."

"It is next to impossible to 
enforce the leash law," Dr. 
Thienes declared. "In Los An­ 
geles, it costs $6 for every dog 
picked up by pound officials, 
for the first five months, seven 
officials averaged 100 dogs 
each per month."

Cost of rabies shots runs from 
$2 to $5 at a private veteri­ 
narian. Arrangements could 
probably he made for consider­ 
ably reduced costs on a city- 
wide basts, Dr. Thlenes has de­ 
clared. Rabies shots need only 
be given every two years.

Symptoms
Dog owners in that area are 

warned to keep their animals 
tied up, and under close obser­ 
vation for the following symp­ 
toms: locked open jaws, paral­ 
ysis of hind quarters, dilated 
eyes, won't eat or drink.

If any suspicious symptoms 
are noted, residents should con­ 
tact the L. A. County Health 
Department's local office, FA. 
8-3310, or the South Bay Hu­ 
mane. Society, FR. 2-8100.

No known human or animal 
contacts have been reported so 
far. The five members of the 
Everett family have contacted 
their private physician for pos­ 
sible Pasteur treatment.

Deadly
Rabies is always fatal both 

in man and animals. Saliva 
from a rabid animal is enough 
to cause the disease upon con­ 
tact. The only way to protect 
individuals against the disease 
once they have been exposed is 
through a series of 14-21 pain­ 
ful Pasteur treatment which 
must be started before the ra­ 
bies virus can reach the nervous 
system.
